claims.

Claims 1-8 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an apparatus which includes an 
optical disk reproducing apparatus including a brake control circuit which includes a first and 
second frequency measuring section a first ands second brake signal and "a brake time 
calculating section which calculates a brake time based on two frequency or measuring time 
from a timing when the first frequency is measured to a timing when the second frequency is 
measure and after the brake time is calculated, to turn off a servo system to output a brake signal 
for the a calculated brake time". It is noted that the closest prior art, Shimegi et al. (US patent 
5,31 1,107) and J.P.O. Publication 09-212998 shows a similar apparatus which has dual 
frequency and also control of motor based on these frequencies and measurement of the clock 
signal and issue the motor OFF signal. However above references fails to disclose details of the 
obtaining frequency difference and time measurement as claimed
